Greetings, to all who r*ad th«s* words, whether you of high station or low, 
a princ« of n«w dominions, a king of anci*nt family, or but an ambitious man, 
may you r-*c*iv> b»n«iit from prescribing your ways by th^s* words, and pleasure 
from th- accomplishments th*»r«of : . 

Th« kingdoms known to history have b°«n gov*rn«d in two ways: either by a 
princ*'and his servants, who, as ministers by his grace and permission, assist 
in governing th* realm; or by a princ* and by barons, who hold their positions 
not by favour of th~ rul*r bit by antiquity of blood „ Such barons hav* states 
and subjects of th°ir own, who r*cogniz* th»"m as th*ir lords, and ar* naturally 
attached to< th~m« In thos* states which ar* gov*rn«d by a prince and his ser- 
vants, th* princ* poss*ss*s mor« authority, b*caus* th*r« is no on« in th* state 
r*-»gard~d as a superior oth^r than hims«2f ,< and if others ar° ob*y*d it is m»r«ly 
as ministers and officials of th* pri»e-«s and no on* regards th*m with any spec- 
ial aff-ction. ,; 

Examples of the two kinds of gov*rnm*nt are those of th* Turk and th* King of 
Franc* o All th« Turkish monarchy is gov«rn*d by on* rul*r, th« others ar« his 
servants, and dividing his kingdom into "sangiacat^s", h* s*nds to th*m various 
administrators, : and changes th*m or recalls th*m at his pl*asur* e But th* King 
of Franc* is surrounded by a larg* number of anci«nt nobl*s» recogniz*d as such 
by th^ir subjects, and loved by th«m; th*y hav* their prerogatives, of which th* 
king cannot deprive th«m without danger to hims*lf* Whoever now considers th»s« 
two stat«s will s** that it would d* difficult to acquir* th* stat* of th* Turk; 
but one* having conqu*r*d it, it would b* v*ry *asy to holdo In many respects, 
on th« oth*r hand, it would b« «asi°r to conquer the kingdom of Franc*, but th*r* 
would b«gr«at difficulty in holding it a - 

Th* causes of th* difficulty of occupying th* Turkish kingdom dr*, that the 
invader could not b* invited by princes of that kingdom, nor hop* to facilitate 
his *nt«rpris* by th« rebellion of thos* n*ar th* ruler's person Q B*ing all 
slaves and d*pmd°nt, it will b« mor« difficult to corrupt them, and *v«n if th*y 
wt* corrupted, littl* «ff«ct could b* hoped for, as th«y would not b* abl* to 
carry th* people with th«m 0 If all opposition be extinguished, there is no lon- 
ger any on~ to b» f*ar«d, others having no credit with th« people; and as the 
victor b«for« th« victory could plac* no hop* in th*m, so h* n**d not f*ar th*m 
aft*r. 

Th° contrary is th* cas* in kingdoms gov*rn«d lik* that of Franc*, b*cSus* it 
is *asy to *nt*r th*»m by winning ov*r som» baron of th* kingdom, th*r* b*ing al- 
ways malcontents, and thos» d* siring innovations o Th*s* can, for th* reasons 
stated, op«n th* way to you and facilitate victory; but afterwards, if you wish 
to k**p possession, infinit* difficulties aris*. It is not sufficient to suppr*s£ 
th« family of th* princ«, for th*re remain thos* nobl*s who will tak* th* lead 
in n«w revolutions, and b«ing n*ith*r abl* to content th*m nor e X t*rminat« th*m, 
you will los* th'* state wh*n*v*r an occasion aris«s<» Thus it is apparent that

1974H0 LAST WORDS ON FIRST TMM GAME COMPUTED Summer 1908 

AUSTRIA - closing statement: "1974H0 was on° of th* b»tt*r gam«s I*v* play*d 
In. It was characterized by v*ry f*w dropouts and a minimum of NMRs. Th*r« 
wasn't, from my point of vi*w anyway, as much negotiation as in most gam*s but 
perhaps that was b«caus* of th« gr*at distance b*tw*«n players. Non*-th»»l*ss 
th« gam* was always full of action and it wasn't until th* last gam« y«ar that 
things b*gan to drag out. 

*Up to a r*asonabl* point th* players in this gam* w«r« quit* trustabl** Th« 
opening alliances stayed intact until Fall 1905 wh*n th* h*adlin» r*ad: 'England 
Hits Germany: Germany Hits Austria; Austria Hits Italy; Italy Hits ...» As 
England was reluctant to finish Germany off in th* fac* of an Austro-Turkish al~ 
lianc* th* gam* r*ally finished in 1906 with four countries of about *qual str*n 
gth u All that r*main*d was to convince *v*ryon* of th* in«vitabl* result „

Commentary: Rumania is considered to be on* of the most W»st«rn-oriont»d WP na- 
tions ( (r«monib*r* its a Latin, not a Slavic, country - Ed„)). It is also one 
of th» f»w WP members that does not hav» Russian troops stationed within h«r 
borders. Rumania had adopted a policy of benign neutrality in East European 
affairs up to the Czech invasion of 1966, when she assured the Soviet Union that 
Rumania would fulfill all her obligations to the Warsaw Treaty (Rumania was sur* 
that sh» would b« invaded n«xt by Russia after th« suppression of Cs«choslo~ 
vakia in August 1963) . How«v«r, it might be possible that Rumania would again 
laps* into her former neutrality if Soviet units w«r« deployed in Rumania during 
a R*volt-in-th»-East. 

Russian units may not end the Mov«m<*nt Phase in Rumania, *xc«pt On her border 
h«x*s (the 1st hexes inside* h*r national borders)* If SV units asre found beyond
